THE EMPLOYMENT BUREAU 



Towards the close of last session at a general meeting of 
the student body to hear the Annual Report of the Stu- 
dents' Council, Mr. George Weir, President of the Arts Un- 
dergrad Society, outlined a scheme for a University em- 
ployment bureau which had been suggested by Dr. Fryer. 
The idea was considered an excellent one and steps were 
taken to have a bureuu under the management of the 
Council. 

* • * * • 

When the Council looked into the matter carefully they 
found that owing to the constantly increasing volume of 
business which they hud to transact, it would be next to 
impossible to undertake the new project in a manner worthy 
of its importance. A movement was started to have the Y. 
M. C. A. tnke up the matter. This they have doue and the 
process of organization is now in full swing. 

• • ♦ • * 

The idea of a students' employment bureau is not by any 
means new in American colleges. It has bcrn worked with 
eminent success nt several of the largest universities. That 
it will supply a great need at McGiU goes without question. 
It will he invaluable, both to those students who require 
employment during the session and to those who work in 
the summer vacation, besides being an immeasurable boon 
to the inexperienced nu'd practically obscure graduate. Such 
n bureau should keep in touch with all the I ig establish- 
ments of commerce or msnufasture, the railroads, the pro- 
fessional firms, and in fact every recognized pursuit that 
desires college men. In the course of time the business com- 
munity will learn the value of po ng directly to the bureau 
and acting on its recommendation. To bring this about, 
however, it will lie necessary for the bureau to impose a 
high standard of general officii ncy as a necessary qualifica- 
tion on the part of all student applicants. This in its way 
will he an incentive to better educational results from the 
, University course. 

• • • • • 

Under present circumstances McCMl men arc well enough 
known and in sufficient demand to require no recommenda- 
tion; still the Inauguration of the new system will place 
ready employment within grasp at ; ny particular moment. 
The Faculty of Applied Science indeed has already an em- 
ployment bureau whereby many graduates secure positions. 
When this is expanded and n permanent secretary appointed, 
McGill will gain a great deal in popularity and efficiency. 
Students should keep' the bureau in mind and lose no oppor- 
tunity of seeking its assistance.

I make it a rule to 
always take off my hat or salute a 
professor whom I may meet, and yet 
not infrequently, my salute has been 
returned by a blank stare or a look 
in the Opposite direction. Now, this 
is very embarrasslog, and Is n< t apt 
to foster that respect for professors 
whit h should prevail, Even though 
a professor may not recognize who 
the student is, it seems to mé that 
ordinary common courtesy justifies a 
reply to a salute. To foster n s; cet 
it must, be reciprocal; but nr. the 
same time In spite of the aforesaid 
demeanours, it is primarily the duty 
of all undergraduates to ta' o of! 
their hots or respectfully salute at 
least their own class professors when 
they meet them out of doors. To 
carry this one step further it might 
lead to a more dignified form of 
recognition amongst the students
